UFO LANDS AT LUKENS....MAYBE

COATEVILLE, PENNSYLVANIA - Within the past year, 
it’s survived the recession, a crippling 111 day Steel¬ 
workers strike and the abrupt loss of key executive 
personnel. 

But now Lukens Steel Co. faces an even more poten¬ 
tially dangerous threat: alien invasion. 

Well, maybe. 

The company is investigating reports that one or more 
employees saw “an unusual object” land at the plant 
Wednesday, according to Lukens spokesman Evelyn 
Walker. 

According one source, the “object” was a flying 
saucer - silver in color with rotating multi-colored lights 
circulating around its watermelon shape. 

While some dismiss the episode as people getting “too 
much sun,” employees at the company are talking 
about it, and a UFO researcher said that acceptance 
by the public of the sighting as fact will be larger than 
many would think. 

The UFO is said to have landed about 4:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, June 10th, in the middle of the steel yard 
on a steel plate. The source, who is the husband of a 
Lukens worker and asked not to be identified, said it 
touched down briefly and then took off towards the old 
Coateville Hospital. 

However, a worker who was at the plant at the time of the 
sighting said he saw no flying saucer. “I saw a balloon in 
the air,” said Gerald Wischuck. “I don’t think there was 
anything to it.” 

Whether or not the sighting was valid, it had become the 
talk of the company by Thursday. 

“There were rumors flying all overthe mill,” said the wife 
of one Lukens worker. 

“I heard a couple of people talking about it.” said John 
Semple, an employee at the Lancaster Archery Supply 
II target range in Throndale, where mill workers come to 
relax. 

“I heard they saw a silver-type object with lights on it. 
And several different people are supposed to have 
seen it,” he said. “It’s a little far-fetched, but I guess 


anything can happen. 

“Personally, though, I think the people just got too much 
sun,” he said. 

Walker, the company’s corporate spokeswomen, ac¬ 
knowledged Friday that “apparently one of our security 
guards did see an unusual object above Lukens’prop¬ 
erty. Lukens is still investigating the incident” 

Walker refused to answer a reporter’s questions about 
how many employees saw the “object,” what they saw, 
or when they saw it. 

‘The account varies from person to person,” Walker 
said. She said however, that the company had not yet 
come up with a “reasonable explanation” for the report. 
“It takes a while to determine what it might have been, 
who saw it, was it an object, and what created the ob¬ 
ject,” she said. 

Walker also declined to say whether Lukens’ employ¬ 
ees were discussing the sighting. “You’re the first (per¬ 
son) that has called me about it,” she said. 

A Coatesville police spokeswomen said Friday that no 
one had contacted the police about the sighting. 

To David Jacobs, an assistant professor of history at 
Temple University who has studied the UFO phenome¬ 
non for years, the fact that there was a sighting is not 
surprising. What is unusual is that it was reported at all. 
According to Jacobs, the U.S. Air Force estimated as 
long ago as 1947 that only one in 10 UFO sightings are 
reported. Jacobs thinks the numbers might be closer to 
one in 100. 

“The stronger the evidence, the less a person wants to 
talk about it,” he said. “If they see something in their 
backyard, then mum’s the word.” 

Jacobs believes, however, that sightings of UFOs are 
much more accepted in the days of E.T. and Luke 
Skywalker than they were in the 1940s and 1950s. 
“There’s still a great deal of skepticism, to be sure,” he 
said. “But there is far less fear than there was in the 
beginning of the phenomenon. 

“There are so many people who have seen these 
things that the acceptance level is far greater than you 
would imagine,’’Jacob said.

Jacobs said the one thing that distinguished the re¬ 
ported sighting from others is that is supposedly hap¬ 
pened in public. 

'They’re usually not seen in public areas” like the steel 
yard, he said. “But broad daylight, in the middle of the 
day - that’s not unusual at all.”

N ever mind whether 
or not flying sau¬ 
cers are real. Are 
they'cool? 

The creators of 
“Saucer People” think so. 
It’s a set of trading cards 
— many of them created by 
Wisconsin artists and 
writers — that provide a 
historical overview of UPO 
encounters. 

The 36-card set costs 
$10.96, and ranges from 
naive encounter tales of the 
1950s to the buzzing of nu¬ 
clear bomb sites in the 
1970s. A full-color illustra¬ 
tion is on one side, with 
text on the reverse. 

The nationwide release 
to book and specialty stores 
is scheduled for this month. 

Though the publisher of 
the cards is based in Wis¬ 
consin, the talents weren’t 
brought together out of 
hometown pride. The pub¬ 
lisher says that odds were 
in favor of it. 

“Wisconsin, for what¬ 
ever reason, truly has a dis¬ 
proportionate share of 
comics creators," says Den¬ 
nis Kitchen, founder of the 
Kitchen Sink Inc. publish¬ 
ing company, based in 
Princeton. “It’s not typical. 
It’s really not.” 

Kitchen Sink, a longtime 
publisher of underground 
comic books, these days 
also publishes more main¬ 
stream comics, and creates 
scholarly packages reprint¬ 
ing classic cartoons, such as 
A1 Capp s “Li’l Abner” and 
Milt Caniff’s “Steve Can¬ 
yon.” 

“Wisconsin is a hotbed 
of comic book and cartoon 
people to begin with," says 
Madisonian Jamie Riehle, 
editor and a writer for the 
project. “We had access to 
a lot of Wisconsin based 
artists, and we also went 
after top artists around the 
country." 


T he card series is the 
brainchild of Madiso¬ 
nian Eric Nesheim, an 
instructor in typographical 
design at Madison Area 
Technical College. 

Other artists involved in 
the project include John 
Nyburg, Madison, who has 
worked on “Nexus” and 
“Plastic Man” comics; Dan 
Burr, Milwaukee; and Jeff 
Butler. Menomonee Falls. 
Other contributing artists 
from around the country 
include Don Simpson. How¬ 
ard Cruse and Steve Bis-

“You know, I’m not really in¬ 
volved in this subject to dis¬ 
cover whether it’s true or not 
true that there are UFOs,” says 
Nesheim. “I’m interested in this 
culture that’s grown up around 
UFOs: the cult groups, the seri¬ 
ous investigators and the popu¬ 
lar culture.” 

“Flying saucers were part of 
an era,” Riehle says. “The ’50s, 


the '60s. the start of the 70s.” 

Television programs such as 
“The Invaders.” “Star Trek” 
and “Lost in Space” combined 
with news reports in those de¬ 
cades to create a science fiction 
subculture, which Riehle says 
is part of a renewed fascination 
with all things “retro.” 

It’s not that UFOs are subject 
to the whims of fashion, but 
that the public’s interest in 
them — and interpretation of 
them — is . 


“Flying saucers have always 
been cool,” says Riehle. “I 
mean, I’m a child of the ’60s. I 
used to hang out outside to see 
if I could find any." 


hat’s not to say that every¬ 
thing is taken seriously. 
Take card No. 7, the story 
of Ozark farmer Buck Nelson’s 
1966 UFO abduction. 


“Of his space flight. Buck 
said. I couldn’t see the sun be¬ 
cause it was very dark in 
space.” 

“We tried to let the humor 
come out naturally,” Riehle 
says, “but we dealt with the 
more serious cases, too.’ 

Through UFO researcher 
Todd Zechel. the project re¬ 
ceived access to previously se¬ 
cret CIA information on UFO 
sightings through the Freedom 
at Information Act. 


Some cards, such as No. 21. 
may make the government 
squirm. It’s about the Sept. 15, 
1964, launch and flight of an 
Atlas "F" missile at California’s 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 

The event was captured by a 
television camera coupled with 
a radar-guided telescope. Upon 
review, the two officers in 
charge of the taping discovered 
that “a bright object appeared 
just after the missile’s launch.” 

Air Force 1st Lt. Robert 
Jacobs and chief science officer 
Mi*j. Florenz Mannsmann 
viewed an object that “was 
clear, distinct ard round. It 
flew toward the missile and 
gave off a brilliant flash of 
light. The object kept pace with 
the missile, maneuvering 
around it and setting off three 
more bright pulses before van¬ 
ishing.” 

Seconds later, the missile 
had malfunctioned and crashed 
into the Pacific Ocean. Two 
men in plainclothes, present at 
the screening, took custody of 
the recording. It has not been 
seen since, and the officers — 
who had agreed not to discuss 
the incident — only came for¬ 
ward with their story 17 years 
later. 

Says Riehle: “I think people 
are going to be impressed with 
the information in the cards 
and the quality of rhi- tiroir-;-* 
itself.”

STRANGE NOCTURNAL LIGHTS 
VIDEO TAPED OVER WANAQUE RESERVOIR 

This UFO sighting report was presented during the 
North Jersey Summer MUFON meeting on July 25, 
1992. The date of the sighting was Friday, June 5, 1992 
and the time was between 0:45 P.M. and 9:00 P.M. There 
were two witnesses involved; Tom Briggs and his 
brother-in-law. Tom had received some information that 
there had been sightings or strange yellow-white lights 
over the Wanaque reservoir during the prior weeks. 
Tom and his brother-in-law decided to investigate and 
bring along a video camera. They positioned them¬ 
selves 7 miles from the dammed portion of the reser¬ 
voir where there was a blinking aerial tower. 

Tom arrived at the Reservoir about 0:30 P.M. After scan¬ 
ning the skies for about 20 to 25 minutes, Tom’s brother- 
in-law noticed a pulsating yellow-white light at the same 
altitude as the blinking light on the tower. The light was 
hovering an pulsating and Tom started video taping the 
event. The light would fade in and out, then started 
moving right then moving left for a good distance. Sud¬ 
denly, a second light appeared to the right of the first light 
at the same altitude. 

At all times the blinking Tower light was observed in the 
video and was a good reference point. At another 
section of the tape the lights became very bright in 
appearance then faded while moving. It was observed 
the lights also changed altitude based on the fixed point 
of the Tower light. During this event, car lights were also 
observed in he distance on a near by road and were 
used as a comparison to the strange lights. There was 
a definite difference in the color of the lights and in the 
distance of the lights. 

These lights were present for about 15-20 minutes ac¬ 
cording to Tom, then they faded away. After a short 
period of time, Tom noticed a smaller, brighter, pinpoint 
of stationary light in a different direction. Tom pointed 
his video camera toward this unusual light, then after a 
few minutes the lights jumped around to four different 
location in the sky. Atone point, the light went to the left 
then right then back again to the left in a matter of a 
couple of seconds. At one time it appeared that there 
were two of these smaller, brighter points of lights in the 
sky jumping around. They were much different in size, 
color, and movement when compared to the yellow- 
white lights. The most impressive observation was the 


speed of the lights jumping around to different points in 
the sky. At no point during this event were any types of 
sound reported. 

NOTE: The Wanaque reservoir has been no stranger to 
high profile UFO sightings over the years. In the Mid 
1960’s the area was a hot spot for UFO sightings and 
produced an enormous amount of media attention. I 
have investigated three UFO sightings from the 
Wanaque reservoir area between 1900 and 1909. Two 
of the sightings involved strange yellow lights shooting 
into the reservoir from an object above. The witnesses 
maintain that there is a somewhat constant activity of 
UFO sightings in the area, if you know where and when to 
look. The most impressive sighting in the area involved 
a Close Encounter sighting, where a women and a 
young child in a car were followed by a UFO for over 8 
miles along the Reservoir perimeter. 


BRILLIANT NOCTURNAL UGHT 
SIGHTED OVER WAYNE, NEW JERSEY 

The following UFO report occurred during the early part 
of June 1992. According to the witness it was probably 
the first week of the month and happened during a 
weekday at approximately 3:30 A.M. This sighting 
involved a single witness who wishes to remain 
anomalous. The report was referred to Paul Ferrughelli, 
from the witnesses’s neighbor who is related to Paul’s 
wife. 

THE SIGHTING 

John had fallen asleep on the living room couch during 
the course of the evening while watching TV with his 
family. John awoke at about 3:30 A.M. alone in the living 
room. He noticed a brilliant white light out of his large 
picture window. John walked toward the window and 
observed a large, brilliant, white light above the tree 
tops about a block away. The light was stationary, then 
started to sway up and down, and left to right and was 
extremely bright in appearance. Suddenly, the light 
emitted a strong light beam toward John’s house and 
illuminated John’s living room in a bath of white light. At 
this point, John became frightened and walked into the 
kitchen observing the light. John decided to walk 
upstairs to his bedroom, by the time he arrived in his 
bedroom and looked out of the window, the bright white 
light had vanished. The total duration of the sighting was

reported to be a few minutes. John stated there was no 
sound heard from the light during this event. 

THE INVESTIGATION 

This sighting was brought to Paul’s attention on July 3, 
1992. The MUFON UFO Sighting Questionnaire Form 
was given to John’s neighbor on July 6,1992. A phone 
call was made to the Wayne Police department to 
determine if any other UFO sightings were reported. 
According to the officer no UFO sightings were reported 
during the early part of June. 

John has completed the UFO Sighting Questionnaire 
and needs to mail it to Paul’s home. It should be noted 
that Paul knows John, and he is a serious and honest 
individual along with being a business owner. John 
had always been skeptical about the UFO phenomena 
until this event.

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the cemetery, the two headlight type lights went off and 
a very bright beam of light was emitted from the bottom 
center of the object. At the same time a large number of 
round white lights came on that followed the perimeter of 
the object on both the upper and lower surfaces. The 
light beam was so intense that it hurt the boys eyes to 
look at it. The object made a jet like sound and was 
about the size of a truck. The boys stated that they 
became frightened and hid behind a tombstone until the 
object hovered overhead, and the beam of light illumi¬ 
nated them. Both boys ran from cover toward the road, 
about 100 yards away. When the younger boy reached 
the road, he ran in a circle and realized that the object 
wad following his movements. Once both boys and 
reached the road, the object turned and proceeded 
back toward the cemetery. 

There have been other low level UFO sightings re¬ 
ported in this general area over the last few years. It is 
interesting to note that it is reported that Alcoa is in¬ 
volved in research involving the SDI (Strategic De¬ 
fense Initiative or “Star Wars” Technology. 


NOTE: During the MUFON North Jersey meeting on 

July 25th, Tom Briggs presented a Video tape of 
strange nocturnal lights hovering over the Wanaque 
reservoir. These lights (2) hovered and changed direc¬ 
tion many times and became VERY BRIGHT in ap¬ 
pearance. Tom indicated the date of this event was the 
first Friday in June, 1992. This date is approximately 
the same date as John’s bright Nocturnal light UFO 
sighting.

CLOSE ENCOUNTER NEAR

On the evening of March 9, 1992, tow young boys eight 
and ten years of are had an experience they will never 
forget. The event occurred within a mile of the ALcoa 
Research Center near New Kensington, Pa., in 
Westmoreland County. The boys were playing near a 
cemetery, at about 6:30 p.m., when they noticed an ob¬ 
ject in the sky approaching from the East It gave then 
the impression of a flying car with two lights. Itflewwitha 
fluttering motion that allowed them to see both the top 
and bottom sections of the objects, as it appeared to be 
banking back and forth. The object was dish shaped 
and of a grey or silver color, with two protrusions from 
the top. When the object reached about the center of

At about 3:30 a.m., on March 20, 1992, a fourteen year 
old boy was quite shaken when the bedroom of his 
i rural home suddenly became bathed in a bright yellow- 
j orange light, that emanated through the window. The 
boy noticed a humming sound at the time, and a large 
mirror made it easy to see what the source of the light 
was. About 150 feet from the house, behind a tree, was a 
large, oval shaped object that was a bright, orange- 
j yellow color. The object was described as the size of a 
large car and was about 50 feet above the ground and 
hovering. After about 20 seconds, it rose above the tree 
and passed above the house heading toward Route 30. 
The humming stopped as the object left the area. The 
boy awakened his parents after the ordeal, but they only 
heard it. Also, about 15 minutes after the UFO sighting, 
members of the family heard another sound, but could 
not see the source. They said the sound was very loud 
and sounded like the rotor blades of two helicopters 
that seemed very close. 

We urge our readership to forward any news articles 
from their local newspapers concerning UFO sightings 
in their area. During the early morning hours of Septem¬ 
ber 1st, from Pottstown, Pennsylvania to Jackson Town¬ 
ship, UFO reports flooded in to local authorities about an 
object sighted in the night sky... THE STAR LEDGER 
reported nothing about the incident. Preliminary invest- 
gations show it was a advertising blimp returning to 
Lakehurst, New Jersey.more on that next issue.

INTERNATIONAL UFO SYMPOSIUM 
UFOS THE ULTIMATE MYSTERY 
OF THE MILLENNIA

The 1992 MUFON Symposium was held July 10-12, 
1992 in Albuquerque, New Mexico at the Doubletree 
Hotel in downtown Albuquerque. Seven New Jersey 
MUFON members attended the conference, and we 
had a great time. 


Linda Moulton Howe gave a 45 year overview of the 
UFO phenomenon. She supported the Bob Lazar and 
John Lear claims of alien bases and government re¬ 
verse engineering of recovered discs at secret bases 
in Nevada. She covered in some detail the crop circle 
phenomenon and its relationship to UFOs. 


Montague Keen, who heads the Crops Effect Panel of 
the Center for Crop Circle Studies, presented the devel¬ 
opmental history of the crop circles and their investiga¬ 
tion by different groups. He reported on the different 
theories brought forth to explain the phenomenon. He 
strongly supported greater involvement of the scientific 
community in the study of circles. 

Walt Andrus presented the argument for continued and 
long term study of the phenomenon by all scientific 
disciplines. He provided an overview of MUFON’s part 
in this scientific effort to solve the mystery. 


couldn’t rule out some type of hoax to explain the initial 
photos taken by Mr. Ed Walters. 

Pavel Popvich gave an overview of the state of UFOI- 
ogy in the new Commonwealth of Independent States. I 
found it interesting that during landing contact cases in 
the CIS the “greys” are not being seen by the witnesses 
or contactees. 

Jacques Vallee continued his attacks on the current 
state of investigations into abduction cases by Hopkins 
and people like him. He did have a good point about 
the exclusion of other types of aliens in researchers 
reports of alien contact and abductions. 

Budd Hopkins presented his “Linda” case with Linda N. 
speaking to the audience. I will report, what was pre¬ 
sented in Albuquerque wasn’t the same that was re¬ 
ported to me by Linda during an interview in February 
1992. I have major questions about the case that I will 
present to New Jersey MUFON at a future date. 

Philippe Piet Van Putten presented an overview of 
UFOs in Brazil. He claims major involvement of the 
Brazilian Air Force and air-to-air combat with UFOs. He 
claimed the loss of aircraft in these encounters. His 
main sources are unidentified. 

Antonio Huneuus presented an excellent overview of 
World Government’s effort to investigate the UFO 
phenomenon. Efforts by Belgium, France and Japan 
were covered with outstanding slides shown during the 
presentation. 

Dr. Richard Neal stated the case of the missing 
embryo/fetus syndrome has not been proven by the 
evidence collected to date. 


Stanton T. Friedman presented his evidence for a sec¬ 
ond crash on the Plains of St. Agustine in 1947. He 
defended his beliefs against attacks by Phil Klass, 
John Keel, Howard Blum, Larry King, Whitley Strieber, 
Kevin Randle and Jacques Vallee. The Randle-Fried- 
man debate over the claims of Gerald Anderson was 
one of the highlights of the Press Conference held on 
Friday. 

Dr. Richard Haines presented strong evidence for 
some type of electromagnetic drive in the propulsion of 
UFOs. He presented 56 aircraft cases that had electro¬ 
magnetic effects to their aircraft systems caused by 
UFOs. 

Jeffrey W. Saninio presented a well documented de¬ 
fense of the Ed Walter’s Gulf Breeze photos. He still 


Clifford Stowe, USA retired, made the case for a secret 
Air Force unit based at Fort Belvoir, Virginia, being 
involved in the recovery of crashed spacecraft both of 
this world and outside of it. 

I left Albuquerque with the following opinions: 

1. ) Pieces of the Roswell craft, that crashed in 1947, have 
been recovered and are being analyzed. 

2. ) Ex-military Intelligence types and some still inside 
the U.S. Government are releasing data about the large 
amounts of evidence that is still being held by the 
government concerning alien craft and long range out¬ 
look on the abduction phenomenon. 

3. ) The Roswell investigation has taken a new and unex¬ 
pected turn in regards to the efforts to locate witnesses to 
the event.

BACKGROUND 


Perhaps one of the most interesting characteristics at¬ 
tributed to a UFO sighting is the duration of the sighting 
event. Although it has been know for witnesses to distort 
the time duration of a sighting event, it is still a very 
valuable piece of data. Sighting durations can be used 
to explain the possibility of a natural type phenomena, 
such as a meteor, shooting star or planet, at first de¬ 
scribed by the witness as a UFO. 

The purpose of this analysis is to evaluate UFO sighting 
reports by their shapes and durations, and perform a 
statistical correlation analysis by the various shape 
groups. By organizing the shape data by duration 
classes “shape profiles” can be produced for each 
shape group. 


The Duration breakdown for this analysis consists of 8 
UFO Sighting Duration Classes. It should be noted that 
the Duration classes are NOT exact class widths which 
are evenly distributed Exact class widths would result in 
far too many frequency classes and would be impracti¬ 
cal. The duration classes assigned have been chosen 
to illustrate the broad range of UFO sighting durations 
reported. (Refer to Figure 2. )

DATA 

The data for this analysis consists of 669 UFO sighting 
reports between 1986 through 1991 in the NSRC Data 
Base. Figure 1, below defines the various shape groups 
and the Reported Duration Quantities for each Shape 
Group.

Shape A: Lights/Illuminations.266 Reports 

Shape B: Disc, Round, Sphere.133 Reports 

Shape C: Oval, Elliptical, Elongated...53 Reports 

Shape D: Deltoid, Triangular, Cone....68 Reports 

Shape E: Cylindrical, Cigar, Bullet.24 Reports 

Shape F: Rectangular, Box, Square....31 Reports 
Shape G: Other defined Objects.94 Reports 


This stacked bar graph displays the quantity of 
reports by each shape with respect to the As¬ 
signed Duration Class. What is observed at the 
Short duration class (0-9 seconds) is the the 
Shape A sightings out number ALL of the other 
Shape Groups. As the duration classes in¬ 
crease, (Shape A & B are dead even at the 1-2 
minute duration class) the Shape A sightings DO 
NOT out number the other Shape Classes that 
drastically, UNTIL the long duration classes 
begin. 

The Long Duration classes are represented by 
10-27 minutes, 30-45 minutes, 1-1.5 hours & 2 
hours intervals. It is here that the obvious in¬ 
crease in the Shape A reports over all other 
i Shape groups becomes apparent.

Approximately 65% of all UFO sightings of 2 
hours or more are Shape A reports. Refer to 
Figure 3 below.

OBJECTS VS LIGHTS 


The Figure 3 Graph can also be used to graphically 
represent the distribution of “object” type sightings and 
“light/illumination” type sightings. The Shape A reports 
represent ALL of the “light” reports and shapes 
(B,C,D,E,F & G) represent the “object” reports. The 
“lights” are predominant at the short and long duration 
classes, where the “objects” are predominant at the 
mid-range of the duration classes. What is interesting is 
the fact that sightings from 10 secondsto 27 minutes in 
length are “object” type sightings consisting of 65% of 
ALL reports in those duration classes. 

CORRELATION ANALYSIS 


A statistical correlation analysis was performed to deter¬ 
mine how each Shape group correlates to each Dura¬ 
tion class. This analysis was based on the quantity of 
sightings in each Shape group with respect to the 8 
duration classes. Surprisingly, out of 21 possible combi¬ 
nations of Shape groups, 11 displayed a STRONG lin¬ 
ear correlation. (See Figures 4 & 5) 

An Interesting fact is that the Shape A reports rank 10th 
out of 11 strong correlations in this analysis. It should be 
noted that this correclation analysis is based on the 
assigned 8 Duration classes over a very large range 
(this is not recommended by statistical methods). How¬ 
ever, this data does indicated that a more in-depth 
analysis should be considered. 


Figures 4 (above) and 5 (below), display the 
linear line graphs for the top 2 correlations. Both 
graphs illustrate how the 2 shapes are symmetri¬ 
cal in distribution over the entire Duration range.

OBSERVATIONS 

UFO researchers have stated that short duration sight¬ 
ings could be explained as meteors, shooting stars or 
other atmospheric phenomena. Long duration sight¬ 
ings could be explained as stationary bright planets or 
stars. These assumptions are still valid today (Shape 
A data in Figures 2 and 3). What Is unusual Is thefactthat 
there are “objects” also being reported for both short 
and long durations, some very close to the witnesses.

The Mid-range duration reports from 10 seconds to 27 
minutes, where 65% of the sightings consist of “object” 
type UFO sightings. What kind of natural phenomena or 
man-made object (plane,helicopter, balloon), could 
hover, without sound, at dose range, be described as 
“big as a football field”, for a duration of 20 minutes? 

There were many surprising correlations in this analy¬ 
sis; the Shape A reports, lights/illuminations ranked 10th 
out of 11 strong correlations. This indicates that the 
“light” type reports do NOT correlate to any of the 
“object” type UFO reports over the assigned duration 
classes. Lights may be only lights whatever their 
source. 

Finally, from previous published; Historical Comparison 
Analysis of UFO Sighting Duration Data ( New Jersey 
Chronicle, Volume 2, Numbers 1-2, September/ 
December 1991) , it was observed the ONLY differ¬ 
ence was in the short duration sightings. From 1947 - 
1952 there were twice as many UFO reports observed 
UNDER 1 minute in duration, when compared to the 
1986 - 1991 data. The mid-range durations, 1 minute to 
30 minutes remain the same today as they were 44 
years ago!

Study says demise of biological life has begun 


An unprecedented collapse of bi¬ 
ological life has begun worldwide, and 
only an unprecedented effort will cur¬ 
tail the massive wave of extinctions, 
warns Worldwatch Institute, an envi¬ 
ronmental think tank in Washington, 
DC. 

Changes in climate from increas¬ 
ing emissions of carbon dioxide, a 
greenhouse gas, is likely to accelerate 
the demise of many forms of life, ac¬ 
cording to a study released by World- 
watch titled “Life Support: Conserving 
Biological Diversity.” 

“Although species are disappear¬ 
ing most rapidly from the world’s tropi¬ 
cal forests, biological diversity is di¬ 
minishing all over the globe,” reports 
John C. Ryan, research associate at 
Worldwatch, founded in 1974 by Lester 
Brown, a Rutgers agronomist. 

The top priority for halting the 
loss of biodiversity-the ecosystems, 
species and genera that together consti¬ 
tute life on Earth-will be the protec¬ 
tion of wildlands, those areas so far 
minimally degraded by human activi¬ 
ties, Ryan concludes in his “Life Sup¬ 
port” study.

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Budd Hopkins Reveals The "Case Of The Century" 


Information concerning an extremely 
important abduction experience was 
revealed by Budd Hopkins at the 1992 
MUFON Symposium in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico on July 11, 1992. Mr. Hop¬ 
kins gave us the details of this fascinating 
case, which may become the case that 
changes the world. 

It seems that he had been working on an 
alleged abduction of a woman (Linda) 
from her 12th story window in a down¬ 
town NYC apartment building at 3:30 
a.m. one night last year. Under hypnosis 
she said she had been taken by 3 small 
gray entities, floated out her window and 
up into a hovering craft. 

About 3 months into his work with 
Linda, he received a letter from an alleged 
witness to this event. The witness, as it 
turned out, was one of 3 men (one a 
prominent political figure whose name is, 
of course, being protected, and the other 
two, his security guards) who witnessed 
the abduction from their "stalled” auto just 
a block away. They were driving the 
politician from a hotel meeting to s heli¬ 
copter port when their vehicle stalled out 
on a dark downtown street. As they sat 
there trying to re-start the car, they saw 
the hovering UFO just above the building. 
Helplessly, they watched the woman 
(dressed in a white gown) and 3 small 
humanoids, "roll” out the window in a 
fetal position, uncoil and rise into the bot¬ 
tom of the craft in a blue beam. They 
watched through binoculars, and were 
thus able to describe the scene in great 
detail. 

In fear of the loss of their highly classified 
positions and in order to protect the iden¬ 
tity of the politician, they decided not to 
report the incident. 



After months of anguish over the plight 
of that poor woman (who must surely be 
dead, they thought) and guilt over the fact 
of their non-involvement, they decided to, 
at least, alert Budd Hopkins to the event. 

When he heard of it, Budd was able, 
much to the relief of the men, to assure 
them that Linda was indeed safe and that 
he had received another confirmation of 
the event (including almost identical 
drawings of the event, accept for the angle 
of viewing) from a woman who was at the 
time driving across the Brooklyn Bridge. 
She obviously had observed the same 
event along with several other motorists 
who did not report it. 

What needs to be done, of course, is the 
political figure needs to come forward and 
make a public statement about the event. 
Hopkins says this is a distinct possibility 
in the near future due to the extent of 


remorse and concern the man shows and 
the belief that the American people have a 
right to know what is going on. 

What would this due to Ufology? It 
would probably take us out of the dark 
ages of Government deception and into 
the light of reality, as far as the UFO 
research field is concerned. It just might 
become the most important incident in the 
history of mankind. Our work would be 
completed as far as proof is concerned. 

What are the chances that this is an elab¬ 
orate plot to deceive, embarrass and desta¬ 
bilize the UFO community? Budd Hop¬ 
kins thinks that is a very remote possibil¬ 
ity due to the testimony of Linda and her 
young son and the other witnesses on the 
bridge—not to mention the total sincerity 
of all involved.
